TURNS GUN ON SELF 


The village of Tiverton, nine miles 
north of Kincardine, and the now al- 
most deserted summer colony of In- 
verhuron, are buzzing with discussion 
over the shooting of Mrs. Eric McGil- 
livray, 25-year-old resident of Tiver- 
ton, by her 40-year-old husband, from 
whom she had been separated for over 
a year, 

The shooting occurred early Satur- 
day, following @ dance in the pavilion 
at ‘Inverhuron, during which, it is al- 
leged Mrs. McGillivray refused ‘0 
dance with her husband, who lay in 
wait at the cottage of ‘Mrs. Angus 
Mackenzie, Mrs. McGillivray’s mo- 
ther. 

Shortly after one o’clock Mrs. Mc- 
Gillivray and Mrs. Sara Shepherd, 
Toronto, arrived at the cottage. Me- 
Gillivray sprang UP, firing point- 
blank at his wife. Four shots mis- 
fired, but the fifth sent a .32-calibre 
bullet through her heart. 

While Alfred McCarthy and Louis 
Schroeder, Inverhuron, dashed 
through thick bush to the cottage, 
McGillivray fled. The two men gath- 
ered up the unconscious woman, who, 
they said, was alive at the time, and 
carried her to McKellar’s store at the 
peach, from which point Russell Mc-
